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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 32-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 32, Tabanou discloses a sensing unit communication system 

for harvesting energy from ambient radio frequency, comprising: receiving ambient RF 
signals; for converting RF energy from the received RF signals to DC electrical power; 
storing the converted DC electrical power; drawing power from the storage for powering 
an electrical device (column 33 lines 46-64, column 13 lines 35-38). 

Gartstein discloses a power storage component comprises a NxM array of 
battery micro-cells (fig.6). 

These reference does not specifically disclose the step of determining a charged 
PxQ sub-array of the NxM array of battery micro-cells prior to drawing power from the 
charged PxQ sub-array to power the electrical device. 

Regarding claims 33-34, these claims are allowed as being dependent upon 
independent claim that has been allowed.
